P. Brooks, R. I. Denmark and A. P. Perham were 
appointed as the committee. Considerable com- 
plaint was expressed at the delay in the transporta- 
tion of the melons, and the excessive charges 
therefor. On inotion, the meeting adjourned un- 
til 10.0’clock’on the first Wednesday in August 
next, 

It appears from the foregoing that the truck 
farmers not only know where the shoe 
pinches but the remedy for it. The great 
mystery is why railroads cannot haul 
melous at as low rates as they can haul other 
produce, particularly when they are at no 
expense in loading or unloading the cars.

At first 
the ball was too large and heavy, being al- 
lowed a circumference of 10'4 inches and a 
weight of 6'4 ounces, an inch in size and an 
ounce in weight greater than the present 
limit. There was no limitation to the weight 
ofthe bat. In 1863 a rule was made requiring 
the pitcher to stand in a square six feet by 
call balls and the bats- 
man his first base after three had been called. 
In December, 1864, the national association 
abolished the bound catch, except tor foul 
balls, and finally adopted the fly game. The 
pitcher stood forty-five feet from the home 
plate until 881, when he was moved five feet 
farther back. The first match game took 
piace June 19, 1846, at Hoboken, New Jersey. 
The baseball championship was first contested 
in I898, New York winning it over Brooklyn. 
Prior to 1863 the compensation of players was 
prohibited, but after that year the rule was 
abolished. The longest game on record was 
played at Carrollton, Ky., in 1868, beginning 
attenin the morning and ending at dark. 

The largest 
score on record is 162, made by the Athletics, 
of Philadelphia, against the Alerts, of Dan- 
ville, Pa.
